M is s is s ip p i C it t (Miss.), February 7tb.— 
The trains from New Orleans, with people to 
witness the fight between Ryan and Sullivan, 
arrived here about 11 o’clock. The crowd 
coneisted of sporting men from all sections of 
the country, and of many prominent citizen b 
of New Orleans. A large number of news­ 
paper correspondents, representing the prom­ 
inent papers of the North and West, were alf o 
>n attendance. 
APPEARANCE OP THE COMBATANTS. 
Sullivan arrived on the ground at 11:30, 
and took a room at the hotel oppjaite Ryan, 
within a hundred feet of the ring, which was 
pitched in front of the Barnes Hotel, in a 
grovs of live oaks. 
Sullivan cast his cap into the ring at 11:45 
by the judges' time. There was great enthu­ 
siasm. One hundred to eight was accepted 
on Snllivao. Sullivan was seconded by Billy 
Madden, Joe Goss and Arthur Chambers. 
Ryan entered the riog at 11:47, Amid en­ 
thusiastic cheers, accompanied by Tom Kelly 
and Johnny Roach, 
Ryan won the choice of corners and took 
the sonthweBt corner. Sullivan had the sun 
in his face. 
DIFFICULTY ABOUT A REFEREE. 
The men were ready to commence business 
but there was some difficulty about a referee. 
Both parties agreed upon James D. Houston, 
of New Orleans, who refused to act. Charles 
Bush also refused. 
M is s is s ip p i C it t, February 7tb.—The dis­ 
pute over a referee has been settled by choos­ 
ing Alexander Brewster, of New Orleans, aLd 
Back Handy, of Vicksburg, jointly. 
After the preliminaries hud beeu arranged, 
Ryan btt Sullivan $1,000, which was 
promptly accepted. 
THE BATTLE. 
At exactly two minutes of 12 o’clock the 
men toed the scratch and shook hand* for the 
first round. Bo’h men sparred ciutiuu-ly for 
the opening. Ryan led with his right, but 
fell short, catching in return a hot one from 
Sullivan's left on the face. Exchanges then 
became short and quick. ijullivan finally 
knocked Ryan down with a stvere light- 
hander on the cheek. Time, 30 seconds. 
Second round—Sullivan at once rushed 
to his man, and let go his left, which caught 
Ryan on the jaw. Ryan closed with him, 
and they wrestled for the fall, which Ryan 
won, falling heavily on his opponent. Time, 
25 seconds. 
Third round—The men came together with 
a rush, and Sullivar, after making three 
passes, knocked Ryan down with a teriible 
right-hander ou the chest. Time, 4 seconds. 
Fourth round—The men sparred for a 
second or two. Both feinted, and then Sul­ 
livan went for Ryan’s face, putting in sting­ 
ing blows tqnare on his nob. Before this 
closed the slugging commenced, aud contin­ 
ued until Ryan was forced to the ropes, when 
he went to grass. Time, 20 seconds. 
Fifth round—This was a repetition of the 
above round. Both men closed and put in 
their best licks, the attacks of both beii g 
confined to the face, Ryan succeeding in 
bringing Sullivan to his knees at the close. 
Sixth round—Sullivan came up smilingly, 
but it was evident that he was not only suf­ 
fering but was somewhat afraid of hi) an­ 
tagonist. Sullivan Inst no lime, but went in 
to win. Ryan, however, cloied and downed 
him.Seventh round—This round was a ehort 
one. The men closed, and the rlucging con­ 
tinued for a few seconds, when Ryan went to 
grass a wreck. Suliirau came to his corner 
smiling. Ryan, however, bad the grit to 
come up for another rouad. 
.Eighth ronnd—The men at the call of time 
came prompt!’. Ryan wa* deciil dly weak, 
but made a gallant struggle. Sullivan fought 
hi:n over the ring aod into the umpire’s co • 
ner and over the ropes. Getting off the 
ropes, he rallied, but went down on a knee 
and hand. A foul was looked for, but thcu-h 
Sullivan bad his hand raised to strike, he re­ 
strained himself. As Ryan rose both men 
were returniog to their corner?, when the rec- 
onds of each cried, “ Go for him,” and the 
men, responding, agaiD came together. They 
closed and clinched, and after a short strug­ 
gle both men went down. 
Ninth and last round—Ryan came up 
groggy, and Sutlivsn at once forced him into 
his corner, deliviri g one heavy blow, but 
Kvaii recovered, aod drove Sullivan out., and 
just beyond the middle of the ring Sullivan 
got in a right-hander under (lie left ear aud 
Ryan went down eenselefs. 
When time was called, Ryan did not re­ 
spond, and the fight was declared in favor of 
Sullivan, amid great cheering. 
AFTER THE FIGHT. 
Ryan aud Sullivan were vi-ited after they 
had gone to their quarters. Ryan was lying 
in an exhau-ted condition on bis bed, badly 
disfigured ab. ut the face. His upper lip was 
cut through, and his nose disfigured. He did 
not move, but lay paDtirg Stimulants were 
given to restore him. He is terribly punuhed 
aboHt the head. 
At the conclusion of the fight Sullivan ran 
to his quarters at a lively gait, and laughing. 
He laid down for awhile, a little out of wind, 
but there was not a sera'oh on him. He 
chatted pleasantly with hi* friends. 
The figbtiog wa* short, sharp and decisive, 
on Sullivan’s part, throughout, Ryau showisg 
weariness after the first round. 
BYAN’s INJURIES—FIGHTING UNDER GREAT 
DISADVANTAGES. 
M is s is s ip p i C ity, February 7th.—Imme­ 
diately afier the fight, Ryau was visited in 
his quarters by a well-known physician, with 
the intention < f giving him m-ilical assistance, 
if any was neeoed. His chief injuries con­ 
sisted of a welt on the left side of the neck, 
where he had been struck a terrible blow in 
the second ronnd, gashed lips and a cut over 
the eye, together with considerable contusions 
about the body. After an examination, the 
doctor stated taat Ryan wa* suffering from 
hernia, and must have been in great pain dur­ 
ing the fight. He advised him to forsake 
the prize riag. Kyan stat«d that he intended 
giving up pugilism, as he didn't think he was 
suited by nature for that kind of business. 
He said he considered Sullivan a born priza 
fighter, and a very formidable opponent in 
the ting. In regard to his defeat, Ryan 
spoke very calmly, admitting that he had 
been fairly whipped, but at the eame time 
stating that he had been sick during the 
night, and was partially disabled early in the 
action by the falling of his trass. He said he 
suffered great pain, and felt in no condition 
to fight, and bat for the fact that people 
wonld have conrilered him a coward, he 
would not have appeared in the ring ander 
any circn instances. 
NO COMPLAINT TO MAKE. 
Johnny Roach, Ryan’s trainer, and W. E. 
Harding, the representative of his backer, 
said they considered the fight a fair one, and 
hod no complaints to make, Fox, Ryan’s 
backer, ¡net $8,500. Between $100.000 and 
$200,000 are supposed to have changed hands. 
BULLIVAN’8 TACTICS. 
The result was in accordance with the ex­ 
pectations of many keen observers of the two 
men. They relied upon Sullivan’s wonder­ 
ful hitting powers and remarkable skill as a 
two-hand fighter to win him the battle. From 
the start he acted on the offensive, attacking 
his opponent with a violence amounting al­ 
most to ferocity, breaking down Ryan’s 
guards with his terrific blow-*, and followed 
up the attack by clinching and wrestling. 
Bat little sritnce was displayed, the rounds 
being short and sanguinary in the fall or 
kunck down. This p'an of attack, it is con­ 
ceded, could not have been carried ont for 
aoy great length of time, but Snllivau’s 
friend* relied fur eurc-ss npon quick work. 
Sullivan and Lie party took the excursion 
train fur New Orleans a ion after the fiaht. 
Ryan, Roach and Harding went there in the 
evening, and leave for tneir homes to morrow. 
SUFFERING TROJANS.

WILL CHALLENGE THE WORLD. 
W. Emmett, the backer of Sullivan, in­ 
tends challenging the world with him for a> y 
amount nf money, and he will probably take 
him to Europe should he not fiud a customer 
in this country. 
THE PUGILISTS. 
Ryan, the_ Police Gazette champion 
pugilist, was b rn in the town of Thurles, 
County Tipperary, Ireland, March 15, 1853, 
He resided in lroy, N. Y., siuce he was a 
boy, and he is a half-inch more than a six- 
footer, without shoes, and his ordinary weight 
i* 221 pounds. He had only fought once in 
the prize ring, and that fight was with Joe 
Gos3, ex-champion of England. Tne battle 
was fought. Dear Collier’s Station, in Brooke 
county, West Virginis, on June 1, 1880 
Kyan wag a novice nt the time, but he proved 
he was a wonderful pugilist, and won after a 
long and desperate battle, which lasted 
through 87 round*, fonght in one hour and 
twenty- even minutes. 
John L. Sullivan, of Boston. Mass., was 
born in that city October 15, 1858. He stands 
5 feet 1 0 inches in his stockings, and weighs 
175 poumjp trained in condition. He was 
brought up ia Boston, and since he was 1G 
years of sga he has figured at boxing exhi­ 
bitions there. He had never fought r. regular 
prize fight, but he bad won considerable fame 
by “ besting” the local pugilists with gloves. 


THE SAN FRANCISCO B3AED OF TRADE 
The San Francisco Board of Trade held 
Monday afternoin an important meeting, 
at which the President, Mr. Taber, re­ 
ported that the State is generally prosper­ 
ous, but added : It must be apparent to the 
moat casual observer that the continued 
cropping of the land, in the manner now 
practised by our farmers, must soon reduce 
its capacity for grain production. The 
yield per acre on lands so cropped is yearly 
decreasing. The nature of our climate, 
the absence of moisture for a part of the 
year, seems to preclude the rotation of 
crops, as is the practice in most conntries, 
such being the case particularly in the 
great Sin Joaquin and Kern counties. 
W hat can be doue to people our valleys 
with a large population who can make 
money by tilling the soil ? Would not a 
systematic plan of irrigation, fostered, if 
need be, by the State, be a solution of the 
matter ? Would it not also largely increase 
the taxable property of the State, thereby 
decreasing tbe burdens of taxation, and by 
attaching a larger number of our people 
to the soil, improve the permanency 
of their habitation ? 
I 3 cot this a 
question of sufficient magnitude that 
the attention of our Legislature should 
be especially called to it, so that in 
their wisdom some plan may be devised to 
accomplish so desirable an object with 
safety to the State and benefit to all 
classes of our people ? If the great State 
of New York found it wise to build the 
Erie Canal and continue it under her fos­ 
tering care, for the benefit of its commerce, 
woy might not the State of California 
build irrigating canals for the benefit 
of the producing portion of her citi­ 
zens? On the transportation question he 
complained that the State is shut up to one 
railroad company, aDd which, while it had 
been a great benefit to the State, still was 
a monopoly. He added : A competing line 
does not seem a blessing of the Bear future, 
aDd our progress as a great commercial city 
is checked. What is to be done about it ? 
The route by the Isthmus does not afford 
relief, and that around Cape Horn is too 
slow. The canal across tbe Isthmus seems 
the coming great boon, but that will take 
so long. Meanwhile some entertained the 
opinion that the easiest aud best solution 
of the question would be the formation of 
an independent line of steam propellers to 
ply between San Francisco, New York and 
European ports, via the Straits of Megel- 
lan, until such time as the canal via 
Panama or Nicaragua is built. This 
subject 
is 
an 
importaat 
oue, 
and should a companDy be formed 
for thi* purpose, it is the opicion of ti OBJ 
of the membership who have given it some 
thought, that it wonld at i nee receive the 
hearty approval aud indorsement of the 
general public, and would be of incalcu­ 
lable advantage to the commerce of this 
city. Quoting one of fthe members : “ I 
believe it to be abroluttly necessary for 
the welfare of our merchants, for it some­ 
thing of this nature is not done we will 
gradually lose our best trade for such goods 
as come from abroad.” The inauguration 
of this line of steamers would enable our 
merchants to lay down in this city, in a 
voyage of seventy days, all European goods 
as cheaply as they are now placed in the 
Atlantic seaports, and would at once es­ 
tablish our commercial supremacy over the 
entire Pacific coast. 
The remainder of 
the address dealt with the canal question 
—the hope that the Southern Pacific would 
establish an encouraging freight tariff, the 
increased Mexican and Hawaiian trade, 
and the necessity of securing favorable 
commercial treaties with Mexico, Central 
aud South American republics. 


HITCHES AT THE ALTAR. 
A recent hitch at the altar occurred at a 
fashionable English watering place. A 
large party had assembled in one of the 
churches, there to witness the nuptials of 
the niece of a prominent citizen, when it 
was discovered at the last moment t! at the 
Registrar, who had the license in his 
pi cket, had cot arrived. At the sugges­ 
tion c.f the officiating clergyman the eere- 
mopy was delayed for a sport time, wnile 
one of the party went in search of the 
errant Registrar. 
His effice was the 
first place visited, but he had gone 
out, 
and 
nothing 
was known of 
his whereabouts. Thence the messenger 
repaired in hot haste to his tesidence, 
which happened to be some distance out of 
town ; and meanwhile, the party at the 
chapel becoming impatient, other scon’s 
were dispatched in various directions. At 
ItDgth it was ascertained that the worthy 
Registrar bad left town by an early train, 
and as it was impossible that he could re­ 
turn in time, the wedding had to be post­ 
poned till tho following day. The hitch, 
it appeared, had occurred through the 
Registrar having received no intimation of 
the day and hour of the intended marriage. 
Fickleness, on the part of both grooms 
and brides, has been a fruitful source of 
hitches at the altar. There is a story told 
of a rustic swain, who, when asked whether 
he would take bis partner to be hia wedded 
wife, replied, with shameful decision : 
“ Yee, I’m willin’; but I’d a much sight 
rather have her sister. ” Au equally re­ 
markable instance, which mast be authen­ 
tic, is narrated by a Bathgate minister. 
In this case, a hitch had occurred at the 
outset, throngh the absence of witnesses, 
and tho bride herself had snrmounted tbe 
difficulty by going for two friends, one 
of them beiDg her cousin, a blooming 
lsss, 
somewhat 
younger tbsn her­ 
self. 
When, at length, the parties 
bad 
been 
properly 
arranged, 
and 
the minister was about to proceed with 
the ceremony, the bridegroom suddenly 
said : “ Wad ye hide a wee, sir ?” “ Oh, 
what is it now ?” asked the exasperated 
clergyman. “ Weel,” replied the vacillat­ 
ing groom, “ Iw asjast gaun to say that 
if it wad be the same to yon, I wad rather 
hae that ane ”—pointing to the bridesmaid. 
“A most extraordinary statement to make 
at this stage; I’m afraid it’s too late to 
talk of such a thing now.” “ Is it?” re­ 
turned the bridegroom, in a tone of calm 
resignation to the inevitable. “ Weel, 
then, sir, ye mann jnst gang on.” 
The gentleman who so fortunately de­ 
clared his preference for the sister of his 
bride, is only one of many who hare made 
similarly eccentric replies to the all-im­ 
portant question. One hasty individual, 
on being asked if he would take the lady 
by his side to be hia wife, testily 
responded : “ In conree I w ill; that’s what 
I came here for.” On a recent occasion an 
ecoentric bridegroom, when interrogated 
in the asnal fashion as to the acceptance of 
his bride, persisted in responding, to the 
confusion and bewilderment of the officiat­ 
ing clergyman, “ Yes, for a fortnight,” a 
declaration which was the occasion of no 
litrio trouble and perplexity, though the 
diffioulty was ultimately overcome.

FOUKIGV HEWS. 
Reassembling of the British Parlle- 
nient—The Queen’s Speech. 
London, February 7th.— Parliament reas­ 
sembled to-day. 
Tne Queen’s Bpeech is as follows: My 
Lords and Gentlemen : It is with much satis­ 
faction that I again invite your advice and 
asfietance in tbe cone act of pablic affairs. 
I have given my approval to a marriage be­ 
tween Prince Leopold 8nd Princess Helena 
of Waldeck. I Have every reason to believe 
that this will be a happy union. 
I con tii ue in relations of cordial harmony 
with all foreign powers. The treaty for the 
cesrion of Thessaly to Greece bss now been 
executed iu the main. The transfer of sov­ 
ereignty and the occupation was effected iu a 
manner honorable to all concerned. In con­ 
cert with the President ot the Frerich Re­ 
public. I have given careful attention to 
the affairs uf Ezypt, where the existing ar- 
rargeu.eut8 imposed on me special obligations. 
I shall use n.y it fltience to maintain 
rights already established, whether by the 
firmans of the Sultan or by various interna­ 
tional engagements, in a spirit favorable to 
the good government of the country ard the 
prudent developments of its institution. I 
have the pleasure of informing yon that the 
restoration of peace b-yond tbe north­ 
western frontier, together with a con­ 
tinued internal tranquillity, plentiful sea­ 
sons and an increased revenue, hae enabled 
my Government in India to resume works of 
public utility which bad been sn.qiended, and 
devote its attention to measures for the fur­ 
ther improvement of the condition of the peo­ 
ple. The convention with the Tram-vaal has 
been ratified by the reprere..tative resembly, 
and I have seen no reason to qnalify my an­ 
ticipation of its advantageous workiug. I 
have, however, to regret that although hos­ 
tilities have rot been renewed in Basutoland, 
the country still remains nn-ettled. 
Estimates for the eei vice of the j ear are in 
an advanced stage cf preparation, and will be 
promptly submitted. 
My Communications with France on the 
subject of a new commercial treaty have not 
been closed. They will be prosecuted by me. 
The trade of tbe couDtry, both domestic 
and foreign, has for some time been improv­ 
ing. and the mildness of the winter has beeu 
eminently suited to farming operations. 
Better prospects are, I trust, thus 
opened 
for 
the 
classes 
immedi­ 
ately concerned 
in 
agriculture. 
The 
public revenue, which ia greatly, though not 
always at once, affected by the state of in­ 
dustry aod commerce, has not yet exhibited 
au upward movement in proportion to their 
increased activity. 
The condition of Ireland at this time, 
as compared with that which I de­ 
scribed at the beginning of last year, 
shows signs of improvement, and en- 
c mrages the hope that perseverance in the 
course you have pur.-ued will bj rewarded 
with happy results, which are so much to be 
desired. Justice has been administered with 
greater efficiency and the intimidation which 
has been employed to deter the occupiers of 
land from fulfilling their obligations, and 
from availing themselves of the Act c.f the 
last season, shows, npon the whole, a 
diminished force. 
My efforts, through 
the bounty of Providence, have txen 
favored by an 
abundant harvest in 
that portion of the kingdom. In addition 
to the vigorous execution of tbe provisions of 
ordinary law, I have not hesitated, under the 
painful necessity of the case, to employ the 
largely exceptional powers intrusted to me 
for the protection of life and property by 
two Ac. of the last session. 
You will 
be invited to deal with proposals for 
the establishment, in the English and 
Welch counties, of the l.cal self-govern­ 
ment which hue so long been ei j >yed 
by towns, together with enlarged puwers 
of administration and financial changes, 
which will give yon an opportunity of con­ 
sidering, both as to town and county, what 
may be the proper extent and most equitable 
form of contrioution from the Imperial tsxes 
in relief of local charges. Thtso proposals, 
in so far as the; are financial, will apply to 
the whole ef Great Britair. It will be 
neceseary to reserve the case of Ireland for 
separate jurisdiction in connection with the 
general subject of local administration. 
She says she will present rgiin the bank­ 
ruptcy and election bribery Lilis and other 
measures.

BL«INE AND BEACONSFIELD 


MR. 
ROACH’S 
STEAMSHIP 
SUBSIDY 
SCHEME. 


We suppose that the steamship subsidy 
bill introduced to the House by Robeson 
is Mr. Roach’s “ little joker.” 
It is c~r 
tainly a sufficiently cool proposition. 
It 
provides that a line of steamers to carry 
passengers and mails shall bo laid on from 
New York to Milford Haven, and that 
from §12,000 to §5,000 a trip shall be 
paid, according to the length of the pas­ 
sage. 
And now the question arises, what 
is this subsidy to be pa:d for? 
W hat is 
the country to gain by giving all this 
money, every dollar of which must come 
from the pockets of the people, to this 
steamship line? The earns named are 
evidently not paid simply for the transpor­ 
tation of the mails. 
Payment for that 
service would involve a very icconsiderable 
outlay, comparatively. 
Is it for rapidity 
of service that the subsidy is to be given, 
then, or is it really to enable Mr. Roach, 
or somebody else, to build and run steam­ 
ers at tho expense of the people ? If the 
latter, we object to the project as being 
alike idiotic and dishonest. 
The country 
has nothing to gaia by any ench arrange­ 
ment. 
I t is an extension of tbe transpa­ 
rent fraud of Protection to a new wroDg. 
I t is a proposal to tax the American people 
for the sole and special benefit of Mr. John 
Roach, and tb it is neither more nor less 
than robbery. 
The truth is that ali tbe 
drawbacks and restrictions of which Mr. 
Roach complains are the direct outcome 
of the protective policy. 
W e cannot have 
a foreign 
carrying 
trade 
and 
“ pro­ 
je c tio n 
for 
home 
industry,” 
also. 
If 
we 
insist 
cn 
maintaining 
the 
latter we m u 3 i make up our minds to 
lose the former. In fact we hive lost it be­ 
cause of this. 
But it will not do for the 
Protectionists to come forward now as 
champions of the American ocean carrying 
trade, and to propose to rcsurreot that 
trade by subsidies. T hat is a policy which, 
according to a homely but expressive pro­ 
verb, involves the throwing of the helve 
after the hatchet. 
Wo can at any time 
secure the gradual restoration of the Amer­ 
ican merchant marine by modification or 
repeal of the Tariff and the Navigation 
Laws ; but thoso who have killed the mer­ 
cantile marine B ust not undertake to re­ 
store it by taxing the people still further. 
The whole nation has weakly and foolishly 
subm itted to be taxed enormously for the 
benefit of a few men, and at tho same time 
has allowed the greed oi these men to de­ 
stroy the carrying trade. 
If now it is de­ 
sired to revive that trade, tho c.-nceseions 
heretofore made to the Protectionists must 
be withdrawn. 
Any other proposition is 
adding insult to injury. 
Remove the 
burdens from American shipping, and pub­ 
lic opinion will approve the stop. 
B at do 
not, Messrs. Congressmen, undertake to re­ 
tain all there burdens, and at the sains 
time force American shipping into a gal 
vanized existence by Government subsidies. 
I t is to be hope! that Robeson's biil may 
fail, for it certainly will be cn outrage if it 
is enacted.

Mr. Blaine's carter in the St’to Depart- 
treat, brief though it was, developed a cu­ 
rious sntlngy between the tendencies of 
the Maine statesman and those of Lord 
Beaconsfield. 
The popularity of the latter 
■ ns at cn time very great, and it cannot 
he doubted that a large class of English­ 
men regarded him to the last with re­ 
spectful admiration. 
The secret of this 
popularity was the melodramatic way in 
which he conducted the foreign policy of 
he country. 
And though the more intel­ 
lectual classes saw through and condemned 
his methods, they were well fitted to ap­ 
peal to th at powerful element which is not 
at all intellectual, and which likes and will 
have all its excitements and amusemc-nts 
highly seasoned. The reasons which explain 
the popularity of the sensational drama 
and press, and of sensational fiction, are 
the reas< ns which explain the popularity 
of th at kind of policy which ia England 
has come to be known as “ Jingoism,” in 
France as “ Chauvinism,” and which is 
sometimes in the United States euphemis­ 
tically styled “ the American 
policy.” 
Lord Beaconsfield knew very well what 
ho 
was 
about, 
and 
had 
he 
not 
been opposed to a statesman who when 
the 
occasion 
served 
could 
be 
as 
sensational as himself, he might have re­ 
mained in power to tbe end of his life. 
He knew that the average Briton, like 
the avirege citizen of all countries, is filled 
with a narrow but intense provincialism 
which he mistakes for patriotism ; that he 
demands an attitude toward foreign coun­ 
tries of haughty self-assertion ; that he 
delights in 
visions cf conquest and of 
the extension of British tra d e ; and that 
ho particularly glories in having all this 
served up to him in a grandiloquent way, 
with as much pomp and circumstance as 
possible. 
Si) when Lord Beaconsfield, re­ 
turning 
from Berlin, rhetorically pro­ 
claimed th at he had brought back “ Peace, 
“ w ithH onor,” hetickledthe midriffs of the 
groundlings, and was declared to be the 
greatest statesman cf the age. And though 
Lord Beacons fi eld’s foreign policy did not 
ultimately produce the benefits ho had pre­ 
dicted, his failures might have been for­ 
given him had he been prepared with a 
new series of Eensations. 
Now Mr. Blaine evidently moves on a 
plane of statesmanship which runs parallel 
to that of Lord Beaconsfield. 
W hen he 
entered the State Department he had al­ 
ready prepared several dazzling surprises, 
lie was not content to follow the cautious 
and conservative precedents of his prede­ 
cessors. 
He was not satisfied to “ let well 
“ enough alone.” 
He had determined 
upon creating as much sensation as pos­ 
sible, and when we reflect upon what he 
might have done in four years in this way, 
we cannot seriously regret that his oppor­ 
tunities should have been curtailed. 
It ia 
a peculiarity cf 
Mr. Blaine’s class of 
minds that they are too impatient of 
research to equip themselves thoroughly 
for the work they have in hand. 
They are 
prone to put much confidence in their 
luck and in their audacity, and to rely 
far more upon the support of the Jingo 
element than upon the calm judgment of 
those who really comprehend the situation. 
Thus when it occurred to Mr. Blaine that 
the Isthmu3 Question afforded him an op­ 
portunity to appeal strongly to the Ameri­ 
can Jingo sentiment, he plunged headlong 
into the business, and did not examine it 
enough to ascertain that negotiations had 
long since been entered into between Great 
Britain and the United States on the sub­ 
ject, and that they had resulted in a treaty, 
which continued to bind both the powers. 
Mr. Blaine either never knew this, or had 
forgotten it. 
He was aiming at tbe pro­ 
duction of a sensation, and he succeeded 
in producing a much greater one than he 
had anticipated. 
But notwithstanding the 
extraordinary blunder which he then com­ 
mitted, it is not to be doubted that his 
action met the approval of the Jingo ele­ 
ment, which looked npon him as a very 
brilliant and promising Secretary of State: 
The Chile-Peruvian affair gave him an­ 
other opportunity, which be availed him­ 
self of promptly to entangle the couutry 
in unfriendly relations with Chile. 
About 
the same time he narrowly escaped a quar­ 
rel with the French Government over the 
pork question. 
In his zeal for Protection 
he caused to be prepared a pamphlet on the 
cotton trade of the world, which bristled 
with the most convincing free trade argu­ 
ments. 
Bat he wrote a letter to preface 
it in which he committed dreadful havoc 
among the facts and figures of the report, 
and perhaps he considered that if they did 
not agree with his conclusions, it was so 
much the worse for them. 
In all these 
matters he exhibited quite the Beaconsfield 
spirit. 
He was not seeking to be right, 
but to be popular. 
It mattered nothing to 
him that the country could not afford to 
fall out with its neighbors or with the 
powers of Europe ; that it was not in a 
condition to threaten or talk arrogantly ; 
and th at its policy abroad liad always been 
peaceful and conservative for the best of 
reasons. 
H e only desired to evoke tbe 
kind of applause which follows what may 
be called Star-apangled-bannerism, and no 
doubt ho accomplished this end toaeertaiu 
extent. 
And though it is perfectly clear to all 
who reflect and examine that his foreign 
policy would in a short time have seriously 
endangered our relations with half the 
world, and might have involved us in sev­ 
eral wars, it would be a mistake to con­ 
clude that this is likely to be the universal 
judgment. 
On the contrary it must be 
expected th at our Jingo element, which is 
unquestionably sutficiently large, and which 
Í3 always ready to applaud what it calls a 
“ vigorous foreign policy,” will continue 
to retain a fondness for Mr. Blaine and his 
methods, arid to lament the untoward cir­ 
cumstances which deprived the country of 
bis consummate guidance after so short an 
experience of his wonderful capabilities. 
We do not suppose that Mr. Blaine ever 
consciously modeled himself after Lord 
Beaconsfield. 
W e believe the resemblance 
between them to be the natural effect of 
similarity of temperament. *So long more­ 
over as we possess a Jingo element it will 
have its public exponents, and they will 
find their reward in voicing the “ bun- 
“ combe” tendencies of their admirers. 
It 
would be unphilosophio to waste time in 
regretting the existence of such statesmen, 
but when they do get into power, and be­ 
gin, as Mr. B :ame did, t) “ make the fur 
“ fly” in all directions, it is certainly for the 
best good of the country th at their experi­ 
ments in diplomacy and foreign policy 
should be as brief as.possible. 


TEE F&OTECTED CLASSES. 


The Chicago Tribune has just done good 
service to tbe cause of Free Trade by mak­ 
ing a compilation showing from the census 
the actual numbers of those who are, or 
may be thought to be, benefited by the 
Tariff. 
The result of this examination is 
to demonstrate that out of all occupations 
the total number of unprotected workers in 
18S0, was 15,000 000, while the protected 
classes number loss than 1,250,000. 
That 


is to say th at less than 9 per cent, of 
the nation a.e “ protected,” while 91 per 
cast are without any protection at all. But 
even this is far too good a showing for the 
Protectionist», for it must be realized that 
among the so-called protected industries, 
three-foarths of the persons engaged do 
not really derive any advantage whatever 
from the tariff, all the benefit of which is 
obtained by their employers. 
The work­ 
ingmen and women are in tru th injured 
and robbed right and left by the system. 
It is the mill owners who make whatever 
is made cut of the tariff, though they al­ 
ways try to produce the impression that 
their employes somehow shire tbe plun­ 
der which they collect. 
The American 
people, that is to say 91 per cent, of them, 
are not even in the remotest sense helped 
by the system, and all cf them, including 
the 9 per cent, who are 
falsely 
said 
to be 
“ protected,” have to pay from 
•10 
to 80 per cent, 
extra price 
for 
the 
goods 
which 
are 
produced 
by 
labor-saving machinery in the mills and 
manufactories. 
The tru th is that there 
never wa3 so gigantic a humbug and swin­ 
dle as the Protective system, and it speaks 
very little for popular enlightenment that 
it should have been submitted to so loug. 
But the crafty advocates of the system al­ 
ways undertake to befog the popular mind 
by complicated 
statistics 
when 
they 
are forced to discuss it, and then they 
throw in a quantity cf bosh about “ the 
“ pauper labor of Europe,” and the im­ 
mense superiority of the American work­ 
ingman’s condition, and so forth. 
And 
thus for twenty years the public have suf 
fered this systematic robbery in silence, 
and have even resisted every effort to re­ 
lieve them. 
But there are indications that 
91 per cent, of the nation will not much 
longer sacrifice themselves for the benefit 
of less than 9 per cent., and th at the old 
cant and sophistry of the Protectionists 
will not be believed much longer. 
Light 
is daw ning upon the mind of the country. 
The producers aud the woikirigmen are 
both beginning to understand how they 
have been cajoled and blsd, and when they 
get their eyes fully opened there will be an 
iiresistible demand for tariff revision, or 
for tariff repeal. 
The former will 
no 
doubt have to come first, but the latter 
must be insisted upon as an ultimatum.

QUEEN’S 
SPEECH. 


The Queen’s speech appears to have 
been as optimistic as usual, aud as cau­ 
tious in its reference to difficult questions. 
Tbe Egyptian question is discussed in it 
very fully, according to the telegraph, and 
it is stated that the rights of the Sultan 
will be maintained, and international obli­ 
gations be carried into effect. 
W e think 
it would puzzle Mr. Gladstone to point out 
precisely what the “ rig h ts” of the Sultan 
in regard to Egypt, are. 
It is well under­ 
stood th at the sovereignty of the Porte 
over that country has been merely nominal 
for many years. 
I t is equally certain that 
the Porte is at present in no condition to 
assert any old claims. 
It must then be 
concluded that Eugland and France hold 
themselves bound to carry out their ill- 
advised p ro ject; to suppress Egyptian in­ 
dependence ; to fasten the Turkish yoke 
upon the unhappy couutry once more. The 
Queen is represented as regarding the con­ 
dition of Ireland as improving. 
If this be 
so it is a fact which has been concealed 
very successfully hitherto. 
Reference is 
made to the restoration of peace in Afghan­ 
istan and the Transvaal. 
Generally the 
speech is indicative of hope for the main­ 
tenance of European peace. 
The state­ 
ment th at the trade of the British Empire 
has improved beyond dispute is important, 
and will no doubt disappoint tho Protec­ 
tionists, who have been trying to persuade 
the world that Free Trade was destroying 
English commerce. 


O R A TO R? 
FRUSTRATED 


The House appears to have been moved 
to uncontrollable merriment when it dis­ 
covered that a bill to render polygamists 
ineligible as Territorial 
D alega tes had 
slipped through, owiDg to genera! inatten­ 
tion. 
To the unsophisticated outsider this 
explosion of mirth may have seemed to be 
an indicatiou that the House regarded the 
polygamy question with improper levity. 
The true explaaation, however, doubtless 
is that many members had fully intended 
to display their oratory on the reading of 
this bill, and that it was expected to pro­ 
duce a long and animated debate. 
It was 
no doubt understood that both sides had 
prepared themselves, and here, all of a 
sudden, the House discovered th at the bill 
which was to have been the text for this 
exhibition of oratory had been passed 
withont any debate at ail. 
This it was 
wnich caused the House to laugh consum- 
edly, and certainly it was a somewhat 
ludicrous incident. 
I t has been under­ 
stood, however, th at the Mormons had a 
“ powerful lobby ” watching their interests 
in Congress, and this lobby must have been 
very negligent in the performance of its 
functions to have allowed so im portant an 
adverse measure to slip through without 
question.

“ The amount of vapor in the air may fie 
jiearured with great accuracy by noting tbe 
temperature a t which moisture begins to be 
conrfen-ed on a cold vessel. 
Tbe moisture 
then deposited is called d=w, and the tem­ 
perature 
a t 
which ti.iw 
¿cp'tifien be­

is 
called 
the 
dew 
point. 
The 
dew 
point, 
then, 
may 
always 
be 
determined by cooling a metallic vessel until 
dew begins to apirear upon its surface, and 
noting by a therm om eter the tem perature of 
the verse!.” Dew or frost cannot be dep ¡sited 
until the tem perature cf all substances ex­ 
posed to the radiation of a clsar sky is cold 
enough to reduce the tem perature of the air 
in contact with it to th at point a t which dew 
or iro-t is formed ; that point is a variable 
one, being governed by the amount of moist­ 
ure in the air. 
For example, on the morning 
of the 2d icstaat there was a killing frost, 
with a light breiza blowing from the Bouth ; 
tem perature of tho air. 35 deg.; dew point, 
32 deg. 
On the morning of the 3d there was 
aoother killing frost, with a gentle breeze 
blowi-'g from the north ; tem perature of the 
air, 38 dog.; dow poiut, 35 deg. 
On the 
m -rning of the 7th, a very light frost, after 
the heavy blow from the north ; the temper­ 
ature >.f the air was 36dev.; dew p sint24deg. 
Now ti e careful and observant reader will see 
that on the 21 and 3d the temperature of any 
substance would have to be reduced only 35 
b.lnw the tem perature cf the air before 
mcisture would be condensed upon it. W hile 
on the morning of the 7th the tem perature of 
any objects would have to be reduced 12“ be­ 
fore tho slightest moisture would be deposited 
on them. 
Now isn’t it plain to be seen, and 
I hope easily understood, that a greater 
amount of cold can be endured by growing 
Bubstsnc-s, without being injured by frost, 
with our northerly winds, than could be 
sustained 
by the 
same 
growth with a 
southerly or more moist wind, because the 
dew point of the south wind is so much 
nearer the tem perature of the air th at objects 
on the earth’s service are more easily and 
quickly reduced to th at tem perature which 
wouU condenFe tbe moisture in the air coming 
in contact with them, while the air brought 
with the north wiad requires to be reduced to 
a much colder femperature before dew or 
hoar-frost w >uld be deposited. 
The tem pera­ 
ture of plants on the 7th c.uld have stood a 
temperature of 25“ and there would have 
been no frost deposited, while the tempera­ 
tura of plants, grass, etc., on the 2d and 31 
v.’i uld have been covr-red with a very heavy 
and killirg frost if their tem perature ha 1 been 
re.iuced to 28“ or 30“, or even32“. 
Tr.erefere, 
on the 31, instead of moisture being depos­ 
ited upon grass, eic., by the north winds, the 
moisture would be absorbed or evaporated 
from them.

S P. si. of th“ 6 h, after a thirty-tw o hours’ 
b'-i-v, amounted to 512 milrs, or an average 
of 16 miles per hour.

and if there are any young men present to 
whom my remark» may app’y, I trust they 
will take a tim -ly hint and a t once relieve 
their persons of the ucnece-s i ry weight of 
such equipment?, as well as their characters 
of the debasing influences of such a habit. 
There are good men iu this city, whose bu:-i- 
ne-e requires them to be up at late and un­ 
usual huur3 of the night, who sometimes find 
it necessary to apply for permits to carry 
weapons 
of 
defence. 
On 
the 
other 
band, there 
are scores 
of 
persons who 
seem to think it a proper thing to perambulate 
the streets iu open day with dangerous and 
d-adiy weapons concealed on their persons. 
To such I would say. The possession of a pis­ 
tol or bowie-knife is not evidence of any 
quality of manhood. 
On the contrary, it is 
at least a ground of suspicion th at brutality 
and cowardice are characteristics 
of the 
own«r. 
You don’t need these vile imple­ 
ments for defem-e. 
A bptter d-ferse the 
world over is a proper recognition of the 
golden rule, the study and practice of the 
principles of justice, integrity, reverence and 
regard for the rights of others. 
Tne law 
should be strictly enforced. 
There is no 
legitimate excuse for this indiscriminate habit 
ot carrying concealed wespcn?. 
Io its nature 
it is the reverse of dignity and refinement. 
I t is uncalled for, and repugnant to the 
principles of order and m orally in acivilizsd 
community, and should be thoroughly con­ 
demned by public sentiment. 
I t engenders 
reckless spirit of strife a n l contention. 
It 
provokes unwarranted violence, frequently 
endmg in bloodshed and m urder. The prac­ 
tice is a presumptuous defiance of a law th at 
ought to he implicitly obeyed, and t trust the 
officers of the police force will be vigilant and 
active in bringing to justice those who will­ 
fully and persistently violate its provisions.”

hot words followed until the pair came to 
blows. 
W ho struck the first blow ia not 
known ; M cKenna claims to have been first 
assaulted, and the witnes-es positively de­ 
cline to state anything of the circumstances 
until the icqnest by the Coroner, and the 
m atter therefore remains in doubt. 
A fter a 
few minutes’ sparring the two clinched and 
fell, with M cKenna underneath. 
The com­ 
batants wero separated, but not until Doyle 
was badly beaten about the head and neck. 
M cKenna is kr.own to be a rough. The came 
of the death of Doyle is f ound by the auto;*y 
to be ab-'cesses of the face, es a result of vio­ 
lence. 
Doyle was, however, sick with a foul 
di-eare. and with pleurisy. 
Deceased was 
aged 26, and a shoemaker by trade. 
Doylo 
leaves a v.ife and child.

K. Arrnsby, of this city, informed 
a reporter that the salmon probably referred 
to were received by bis firm last Sep'ember, 
and delivered to a wholesale grocer, to whom 
a Carload had keen sold, to arrive. 
The sal­ 
mon were put up for local houses by A. Lusk 
ft Co., of Sau Francisco, who used an old 
Salmon River label, w ticbtbey owned, because 
they happm ed to be out cf the regular labels 
used by tns firm. 
Tbe fiah were Sacramento 
river salmon, and M r. Arrnsby said th at hs 
would have preferred to have had their own 
label on the cane, as the goods would have 
sold better, being superior to the Fraser river 
fish, which are not known.here a t all, but are 
merely shipped through in bond to C anaia 
and England. 
The Fraser river salmon came 
from the British possessions, and are subject 
to duty, which, in this case, would have 
amounted to about $1,000. 
The Government 
was probably told that payment of duty had 
beeu evaded, and made the seizure, or, rather, 
notified the firm who bought the property, 
that the duty was not paid, but the otficLls 
were soon con vice ad th at the fish were caught 
and canned in Uncle Sam’s dominions, and 
d.smissed the m atter.
